since last February, 
complicated Callahan-Blazer case was 
first introduced in this city, 

The Ball-Ormond case was an out- 
growth of the Callahan-Harding case and 
was originated by the charge that Chief 
Ball had treated Judge Ormond’s court 
with contempt by releasing Harding to 
Detective D. A, Callahan, of Cincinnati, 
while a wafrant from Judge Ormond’s 
court was outstanding for the arrest of 
Blazer, alias Harding. Judge Ormond 
threatened, before the hearing was call- 
ed, to put Chief Ball in jail, and on 
this ground a writ of prohibition was 
taken out to prohibit the trial ang this 
was sustained by. Judge Lumpkin. An 
appeal was taken to the supreme court 
by Judge Ormond and this move also 
resulted in favor of Chief Ball. 

History of Famous Case. 

The main point advanced in the sti- 
preme court decision is that a justice 
of the peace who has done nothing mora 
than issue a criminal warrant cannot 
punish for contempt any officer who re 
fuses to surrender a prisoner on that 
warrant. A number of points are brought 
out In the decision relative to justice 
courts and certain of their proceed- 


ings. 
The Callahan-Harding matter devel- 


oped here last February and for wecks 
furnished the leading police sensation. 
Leroy C..Harding, a young white man 
with many aliases, was arrested in Tam- 
pa, Fla, by Detective Callahan on an 
Chio warrant and was being taken to 
Cincinnati for trial. The officer and 
prisoner stopped over in Atlanta to spend 
the night, and while in the police station 
Harding made an affidavit that he had 
been kidnaped. He secured the services 
of a lawyer and a warrant charging kid. 
naping was issued for Callahan that 
same night. He was arrested the next 
morning, but during the day was releas- 
ed by Judge Ormond, after the former 
had exhibited his requisition and other 
legal papers. 

In the meantime, however, a writ of 
habeas corpus had been taken out for 
Harding in an effort to secure his re- 
lease. The case was tried before Judge 
A. E. Cajhoun, in the city court, and 
the writ was denied, the prisoner being 
remanded to the custody of Callahan. 
When the trial had concluded an at- 
tempt was made to serve a warrant on 
Callahan that had been sworn out by an 
attorney, and which charged the prisoner 
with cheating and swindling an Atlanta 
man. The city officers, however, re- 
fused to surrender the prisongr and the 
warrant was Icft at the police.station for 
service. It was later taken away from 
the station by a deputy sheriff and later 
Callahan called for his prisoner and 
got him. Harding Was given to Calla- 
han, as there was no warrant at the 
station for him.
